One of the camels put its head over 
the fence ond Mr. McQuaker started 
to feed it with apples. It ate three, 
and when Mr. McQuaker held up a 
fourth the camel seized his right 
hand, savaged him and Ilfted him 
practically over the fence, 

Mr, Goddard took Mr. McQuaker 
to Surbiton Hospital, -where  cight 
stitches were put In the hand, and an 
injectlon ayains! blood poisoning 
given.

CLAIMING to have in- 
vented a system ‘of ro- 
manising ‘the Chinese 
language by which Icarners 
will be able'to master the 
language in_ three to six 
months, Mr. Fu Kwang Tet, 

a Singapore Chinese dentist, 

is preparing a book for be- 

ginners and a dictionary. 

Shortly, the system introduces Into 
every romanised word a suMx which, 
while not pronounced, gives u clue 
to the real meaning and is particu- 
larly useful in distinguishing words 
of the same pronunciation but with 
different mennings In different tones. 

“Al,” for in: ec, is the pronun- 
ciation for a series of Chinese char- 
acters. ‘ 

Ilow these characters are written, 
and their true meaning, Js indicated 
by n sufMtx, such as al-c, ai-d, al-dr, 
al-rn, al-z, which enables the reader 
to understand them without refer- 
ence to their context, 

“There are many advantages in my 
system, the chief of ~which is its 
simplicity in learning and using it,” 
sald Mr. Fu. : 

FOUR YEARS’ WORK 

“In orthodox Chinese characters, 
the meaning of a word is indicated 
by the radical, while the sound is 
given by the complement. : 

“This sume methud has been 
adopted in my system of romanisa- 
tion.” 

In the system, the pronunciation of 
the charneter Is given by the vowel 
or diphthong which may be pre- 
ceded und succeeded by only one 
consonant, the other consonants 
which tail off the word, suggesting 
the menning ‘of the character. 

Mr. Fu. has romanised the 
12,000 Chinese characters Into 
16.555 words with standard. 
spelling. and pronunciation. It 
hag taken him four years to com- 
pleto his system. 

‘Yyac aavantage of his system over 
other romanised systems, he clnims, 
that it gives both the pronuncla- 
tlon and meaning. 

While giving the pronunciation, 
other systems fail to indicate the 
me nn value of a charucter and it 
would be impossible to construc the 
meaning of words isolated from thelr 
context.

Floral Beauty 
Full Face 


AVE you ever wondered how you 
could make un vase of flowers look 
artistic instead of just pretty? 

The secret lies in showing off their 
best polnt, and the beauty of flowers 
that are more or less flat-shaped is 
in thelr faces, ‘They ure so nenrly 
two-dimensional that to see them 
from a side angle Is almost not to 
see them at all. 

If you arrange such Mowers so that 
they face towards you. therefore, 
{here will’ be a distinct improvement 
in the grouping, for you will be see- 
ing the blooms properly. 

All flowers of the daisy type, with 
single petals and dark centres, should 
be used in this way.  Rudbeckla, 
leopard’s bane, and anthemis will 
give you more satisfaction as a flat 
design, and even gaillardlas, though 
they have a definite profile, will look 
better when showing thelr glowing 
red centres, 

The ideal container for an artange- 
ment of-this type is one that. is also 
flat, or. nearly so.

could make a vase of flowers lool 
artistic instead Gt just pretty? 
‘ ‘The seeret lies in showing off thelr 
best point, and the beauty af flowers 
that ure more or less‘ flat-shaped is 
tn their. faces. ‘They are so nearly 
two-dimensional that {oe see them 
from a side angle is almost, not to 
see them at all. 

If you arrange such flowers so that 
they face. tuwards you, therefore, 
there will be a distinct improvement 
tn the grouping, for you will be see- 
{ng the blooms properly. , 

All flowers of the dalsy type, with 
single petals and dark centres, should 
be used in this way. Rudbeekla, 
Icopard's bane, and anthemis — will 
give you more satisfaction os a flat 
design, und even gaillardias, though 
they have a definite profile, will look 
better when showing their plowing 
red centres, . 

The ideal container for an arrange~ 
ment of this type is_one that is also 
fat, or nearly so.

They are so nearly 
two-dimensional that to sec them 
from a side angle ts almost not to 
see them at all. - 

If you arrange such flowers so that 
they face towards you, therefore, 
there will be a distinct improvement 
“n the grouping, for you will be sce- 
ing the blooms properly. : 
All flowers of the daisy type, with 
single petals and darlc centres, should 
be used In this way. Rudbeckia, 
leopnrd's bane, and anthemis will 
five you more satisfaction as a flat 
design, and even galllardias, though 
they have a definite profile, will look 
better when showing thelr glowing 
red centres. 

The deal container for an arrange~ 
ment of this type is_one that is also 
flat, or nearly 50. _ Broad yascs that 
are only un inch or two thick from 
back to front are obtainable now.
